Thomas David Martin ond another inmate vaulted 
the Cassia County Jail's boibcd-wire-topped fence of- . 
ter short-circuiting an electronic fire exit. 

Police launched a hunt, calling both men “extremely 
dangerous." , 

Before this escape, Martin was serving 150 months 
in D Colorado federal prison for burglarizing Blue 
Lakes Sporting Goods in Twin Falls and for robbing a 
, New Mexico bank. 

Monin was brought back to Idaho last week to testi- 
fy against Jock David Peel, whose trial began Tues- 

da^y. 

Manin spent time in the Twin Falls County Jail with 
Peel last winter, where Peel tried to hire him to kill 
Peel's ex-girlfriend, occording to a grand jury indict- 
ment. The girlfriend, Connie Price of Twin Falls, oc- 
cuses Peel of kidnapping her last September and 
- slating her as she tried to flee. ■ 

'Peel’s trial on the first-degree murder solicitation 
charge began Tuesday with jury selection, but 'the 
charge may be dropped until Monin is arrested again. 

Martin has been on the run before. He had escaped 
from jail in Santa Fe, N.M., when Twin Falls gun mer- 
choht .Floyd Hozen shot him beside a pile of stolen 
firearms. outside Blue Lakes Sporting at about 3 a.m 
June 14.

Amtrak president predicts 
future free of tax subsidies

: WASHINGTON (AP) — nicprcs- 
iident 'bf Amtrak says his railroad 
!could ^ weaned from taxpayer oper- 
lating subsidies soon after the turn of 
:dtb century if — and it’s a big if — it 
gets some capital help. 

The passenger railroad is seeking a 
share of the federal gasoline tax to 
solve its money problems. 

“We think we can meet the target of 
being subsidy-free in 2001 or 2002,” 
Thomas M. Downs told a neWs con- 
ference Tuesday. 

The railroad is close to finishing 
this fiscal year in (he block, he said, 
but only b^usc ofS36S million in 
-federal operating subsidies. 

Those subsidies could bc'phnsed 
rout. Downs said, but Amtrak will con- 
• tinue to need assistance with capital 
•funds fbr new locomotives, passenger ' 
Icars'ond train station improvements. 

1 He proposed that one-half cent of 
jthe current gasoline tax be dedicated 
■to Amtrak capi^ funding. That hblf- 
teent ‘goes into" trtra”risit irusffurid.' 
•which now holds about 58 billion. 

The plan, drew prompt opposition 
i from Uic Highway Users Federation, 
'which contends that money raised 
; from motor fuel taxes should be spent 
only on roods. 


How well tlic plan will be received 
in Congress wasn’t clear. 

' A Senate bill authorizing the 
National Highway System would per- 
mit Arntrokacccss to the half-ccnt, but 
the provision isn’t in the House ver- 
sion of the measure. 

Rep. Bud Shuster, R-Po., chairman 
of the House Transportation and 
Infrastructure Committee, opposes use 
of highway funds for Amti^ but has 
said he would be willing to talk about 
Amtrak use of the mass-transit portion. 

Moss-transit officials con be expect- 
ed to oppose the idea. 

Amtr^ has cut its routes about IS 
percent this year in an effort to pare its 
deficits. Out Downs said ridership has 
remained steady. 

In addition, he said, several states 
have decided to subsidize service that 
the railroad had planned tO‘ close 
down, .bringing in an additional 570 
million. 

Downs said he is unsure-wbetbcc . 
further cuts will be needed because 
Congress has yet to determine 'ihc 
amount of subsidy the railroad will 
receive in 1996. The current 5365 mil- 
lion in aid will be down, he said, with 
tlic House proposing 5215 million and 
the Senate 5185 million.

delays O’Hare jflights 


CHICAGO (AP) — The main 
computer at the Federal Aviation' 
Administration 's.Midwcsl air tralUc 
control center hilled again Tuesday, 
forcing a slowdown at airports across 
the country, authorities said. 

Lisa Howard, a spokeswoman for 
the Chicago Aviation Department, 
said some flights were held at aiqiorts 
across the country from 8:24 to 9:05 
a.m. MDT while controllers dealt 
with a backup computer system at the 
FAA center in Aurora, .west of 
Chicago. Most of the afTcctcd flights 
were those bound for O'liare. 

By noon, the computer outage was 
causing delays of 30 to 45 minutes at 
O’Hare International ' Airport,, 
Howard said. She said the delays 
probably would increase “if the com- 
puter systems don’t get back uplto 
speed.” 

Delays at 0’H.arc. the world’s 
busiest aitport, typically cause bock- 
ups elsewhere in the nation. 

FAA spokeswoman Tanya Wagner 
confirmed that controllers switched 
over to a backup computer system 
while technicians searched for the 
cause of the trouble, but did not hove 
odditional details at midday.

computer breakdowns at the Aurora 
center came first fram the National 
Air Traffic Controllers Association. 

- Dnve Cottingham, an air-traffic 
control .specialist and un association 
representative at the Aurora center, 
said the outage began about midnight. 

In a staiemcm, the controllers said 
they "arc doubling up at each radar 
position due to the instability” of , the 
backup system. 

The computer problem was the lat- 
est in a series of breakdowns in 
recent months that have disrupted air 
traffic in the six-state region where 
air traffic is comratlcd by the center. 

If the backup system fails, con- 
trollers have said, about 9.500 air- 
ploncs flying daily through Illinois. 
Indiana, Michigan, Wisconsin and 
parts of Iowa and Minnesota would 
have no radar coverage. 

The FAA announced on Aug. 1 
that it would install new computer 
systems in Cbicogo. Cleveland. 
Dallas. New York and Washington 
by raid-1997. 

In July, Aurora controllers had to

It’s a grim situation, and Spalding 
doesn’t have the power to fix it. The 
only long-'term solution to his prob- 
lem (which is really our problem and 
yours, fellow taxpayers) is to keep 
the next generation out of trouble. 

Wc need to teach young people the 
values of honesty, self-respect and re- 
sponsibility, and wc need to equip 
them with the skills to live by those 
values. Which brings us to the United 
Way of Magic Valley. 

The United Way is an umbrella or- 
ganization that raises money for IS 
community agencies, many of which 
arc working directly on Spalding’s 
problem.

On July 30, my disabled son and I moved our 
28-foot imilcr to Kimbcriy. A good friend had 
been injured and hospitalized. He gave us per- 
mission to live in his home during his absence, 
but due to the condition of the home, wc were 
forced to stay in our recreational vehJcIc a week 
in order to make the home habitable. 

On Aug. 1 , the city of Kimberly disconnect- 
ed the water service, which was paid in full and 
in the homeowner's name. The explanation for 
shut-off was due to the RV conncaion to water 
and sewer. We disconnected but still had no 
water. When contacted by me again, the sheriff 
stated the RV had to be 10 feet f^m the exist- 
ing sewer. The RV was 1 5 feet 5 inches from 
the main sewer. The water was not restored. 

' On Aug. 2, the sheriff came onto the proper- 
ty and stated that* if my son and I spent one 
night in RV. I would mcive a citation. If 1 
spent a second night, he would throw me in jail.

The call to governments to investi- 
gate and punish those responsible for 
rape in wartime was among measures 
adopted by a comfnittec drafting a 
Platform for Action to achieve equal- 
ity for women., 

“Gross human rights violations and 
policies of ethnic cleansing in wor- 
tom and occupied areas continue to 
be carried out,” said the newly 
approved paragraph. “Civilian vic- 
tims, mostly women ond children, 
often outnumber casualties among 
combatants.” 

— In the last hurdle before final- 
approval of the platform, delegates 
from 1 89 countries adopted large sec- 
'tions of the document by consensus 
at a sometimes heated meeting. The 
some eountries will give final 
“npprovano'thcplortbrm'during o-plc— 
session Friday that will end the 
12-^y Fourth Wodd Conference on 
Women. 

Portions of text approved by the 
drafting committee coll for govern- 
ments to shift funds from defense to 
economic development, aiicviotc the 
increasing poverty of women, and. 
along with corripanics, put more 
women in top positions. - 
Addressing the issue of the so- 
called "gloss ceiling,” it urged govr 
craments and the private sector to 
build ’’a critical mass of women lead- 
ers, executives and monogers in 
strategic decision-making positions." 

It also called for equal participation 
of women in pence negotiotions. 

Negoiiotors worked into the night 
trying to resolve remaining issues: 
equal inheritance rights-for women, 
elimination of weapons of mass 
destruction, putting a monetary value 
on unpaid work such as keeping 
hou,se, and nnancial resources to 
implement the platform.

Russians: NATO

SARAJEVO, Bosnia-Hcrzegovina 
(AP) — NATO attacked a half- 
dozen Bosnian Serb military targets 
Tuesday, turning one ammunition 
dump, into an inferno that threw 
. flames into the sky. 

Russia charged the Serbs were 
focing "genocide" from the West. 

A U.N. official, qpeaking on con- 
dition of anonymity, said alliance 
jets torgctcd?hinitory installations 
• around Sarajevo and in eastern 
Bosnia — ammunition dumps, stor- 
age sites, strategic bridges, and com- 
mand and control posts. He would 
not elaborate. 

Doors and vyindows rattled in 
Sarajevo around 2 a.m., as NATO 
jets bombed a Serb ammunition 
complex in Vogosca, on the north- 
ern edge of the capital. 

The NATO operation aims to 
force Serbs to remove heavy 
weapons from around Sarajevo. So 
far Serbs have refused, feoring-they 
would lose (hat land lo government 
troops. 

“'There are still no indications of 
any withdrawal," said Lt. Col. Chris 
Vernon, a U.N. spokesman. “In con- 
. sequence, the. NATO^U.N. air-land 
operation is ongoing and will con- 
tinue until our staled objectives arc 
met." 

NATO jets bombed the Vogosca 
complex lost week, but Vernon said 
aerial reconnaissance uncovered 
more arms depots. 

Sources familiar with the NATO 
operation, speaking on condition of 
anonymity, said 28 bombs were 
dropped on the Vogosca site 
Tuesday. The Serb compound 
includes ammunition production and 
storage facili(ie.<i, os well its a 500- - 
yard tunnel where Serbs arc 
believed to have stashed hcovy 
weapons. 

Bosnian radio, citing .a govern- 
ment army report, said sccondnry.. 
delonations could be heard coming 
from the complex and fires burned 
there for hours, sending flames a 
hundred yards into the sl^. Sources 
in the Bosnian' Serb stroiighold of 
Pale, southeast of Sanijevp. soid the 
site was leveled. 


The NATO airstrikes have out- 
raged the Russians, traditional allies 
of the Seibs. In its sharpest state- 
ment to date, Moscow accused 
NATO of committing “genocide” 
against the Bosnian Serbs, and the 
Russian Foreign Ministry said 
NATO was turning Bo.snia into a 
“testing ground” for world domina- 
tion. 

“As a result of this action, inno- 
cent civilians, including the most 
defenseless of them all, the children, 
arc getting killed,” the Russian state- 
ment said. “Thus, the very survival 
of the current generation of Bosnian 
Serbs, who ore actually facing geno- 
cide, is colled into question.” 

In Washington, Secretary of Stale 
Warren Christopher raid it was up to 
the Serbs to determine when the 
NATO bombing campaign will end. 

Western ofiicials said privately 
that Moscow’s statement oppeared 
aimed at appeasing hard-line nation- 
alists upset at the loss of Russian 
influence in world affairs. 

After Serbs captured Srebrenica 
and Zepa in July, the United Nations 
and NATO agreed to protect 
Bosnio’s remaining four .safe areas 
with airstrikes. A Serb attock that 
killed 38 people in Sarajevo on Aug. 
28 triggered the corrent compoign. 

NATO officials, would-nol detail 
other strikes on Tuesday. Bosnion 
Croat military sources. Ijowever. 
said NATO jets hit Serb positions on 
Mount Ozren. south of Doboj. as 
well os a military barracks, an 
ommunition depot ond several heavy 
weapons sites near the town. 

. Yugoslavia’s Tanjug news agency 
also reported airstrikes at Doboj. 

' saying they killed two people and 
wounded others. 

U.N. officials, meanwhile, sought 
to highlight the successes of the 
bombing campoi^. 

"The city of Sarajevo has become

“Large and 
small businesses alike ore flocking to 
the basin, and one big reason is 
healthy forests, plentiful wildlife, and 
dean air and water.’’ 

But Idaho’s chief state economist 
said (he study’s conclusions appar- 
ently i^ore the importance of manu- 
facturing that depends on natural 
resources and the actual growth of 
resource extraction’s share of total 
state output. !

The 
upshot is that wild fish are essential 
for maintaining the vigor of Idaho's 
steelhead, he said. 

That's important, he added, because 
there are tens of thousands of steel- 
head anglers in Idaho. 

This year’s return rate for “jock" 
steelhead - which'spend only one year 
in the ocean - is significantly higher 
than last yeor because of one glaringly 
obvious chonge in river operations. 
Sanchotena said. 

.“.We.didn't in^provc habitat and ,wc 
didn’t curb fishing-last year,” he said. 
“The one thing that changed was the 
spill program. Thot was the common 
denominator.” 

For eight weeks in the spring of 
^ 1994, water containing ocean-bound 
juvenile fish was spilled around 
hydroelectric turbines in lower Snake ond 
Columbia river dams. Turbines generate 
enormous pressures thot kill young fish, or 
stun them so they ore easy prey for preda- 
tors. 

For. years, the "solution” has been' to 
scoop young fish out of the river, dump

Prosecutor defends handling 
of malicious harassmentcase^ 


IDAHO FALLS (AP) — Bonneville County 
Prosecutor David Johnson disputes criticism that he 
moved too slowly to investigate n mcinlly motivated 
confrontation in Idaho Falls this sununer. . 

An investigation was launched within twb weeks 
*of the July 20 Incident, and not because of any polit- 
ical pressure, Johnson said in a statemenL 

“My ofHce is committed to enforcing the law, but 
will do so within the confines of the law," he said. 
**No (inse will be filed solely for politicial advan- 
tnge.” 

Americus-John Lewis, local president of the 
Nationol Association for the Advancement of 
Colored People, reponed that he and a co-worker 
were hnnssed July 20 while bicycling. Three white 
men in a von shouted racial insults and death threats 
at Lewis and his componron. 

The prosecutors’ investigation produced an arrest 
warmnt, filed late in AugusL One of the three men in 
the von was charged with.molicious harassmenL But 
the warrant eome more than n month aAcr the inci- 
dent. and aAer the suspect left the area. 

City- officfaU-lost-week said prosecutors could . 
have moved more quickly on the case. 

In 0 three-page statement. Johnson defended his 
ofnee’s procedures. 

'' The initial report on the incident was never sent to 
the prosecutor’s office, he said, and the’first 
Bonneville County sherifTs report docs not refer to 


the incident as “n possible molicious horossment 
case.” 

The sheriffs oftlce finished a follow-up to the 
first report a few days later, and the prosecutor’s . 
office asked for an investigation on Aug. 1, Johnson 
said. “ . . 

The investigation wos hampered by witness 
accounts. Lewis soid he could not identify the. man 
who threatened him, Johnson said. 

But Lewis still wonders why prosecutors did not 
move on the cose sooner. 

“Nobody wanted to tolk to me,” he said. 

By the time the prosecutor’s office began its 
investigation, Idaho Falls Mayor Linda Milam and 
the state ottomey general’s office both had urged the 
county to act. But Johnson said that was riot a factor; 

“When the mayor contacted our office, we indicat- 
ed that we appreciated her concerns and the matter 
was being looked at," he said. "Nevenheless. she 
was firmly advised that this is a legal issue that 
would be legally addressed and was not subject to 
second-guessing by her or arwone else.” 

•The attorney general’s office also stepped in at 
Lewis’ urging, said Eric Cawley, a spokesman for 
Attorney Cenenl Alan Lance. 

But Johnson said Lance’s office did not pressure 
prosecutors. “The attorney general in no way 
advised us to file charges brto tell us how to pro- 
ceed in this cose,” he said. 


Survey: Fear prompts Nampa residents 
to cutback on aeliyities, live elsewhere 


NAMPA (AP) — More than one- 
third of Nompo residrats' surveyed 
recently said they hove limited their 
activities' becousc tbfy fear crime. 

- Moreover, olmost one in five say 
they have considered moving. 

.‘The July survey of obout 360 
people — approximately 1 percent 
of the city’s population — ^ also 
found that Nampa residents fear 
juvenile crime: want more police 
officers and want those officers to 
be more visible. 

■ “People do have a perception of 
fear or crime,” Assistant Police 
Chief Alan Creech-said!>‘'Y6u can 
see it tjirougbbuL biit it is particu- 
larly true 'in' areas involving Jiive-. 
mlcs.**.' ' 

The Nampa Police Department 
worked with Boim State University 
criminal justice studentiLisa 
Herrera and the school's sociology 
department on the two-week, door- . 
(o^oor survey. 

It found that more than 37 percent 
of respondents have limited their 


activities because they fear crime 
and more than 18 percent have con- 
sidered.moving iro.m their neigh- 
borhood because of crime. 

Seventy-bne-pCTcem of those sur- 
veyed said they, believe vandalism 
and graffiti are problems. More than 
63 percent believe tecri-agers 
involved in drugs -and gongs ore a 
problem and more than 62 percent 
worry that their child will be 
exposed to danger in their neighbor- 
hood. 

Ah emphasis on juvenile crime is 
no suiprise to policed 
■ ■ “People .see it and it bothers 
them,” Creech -said. “The media 
wants to write about gangs. They 
focus on it.’! 

He said police often are accused 
of ignoring gMg activity when they 
octi^ly ore jiist trying to avoid giv- 
ing gongs undue puliltcity. 

"Wc recognize the gangs are out 
there;’! Crccch said. “But there’s a 
difiercnce between not giving them 
credit and recognition and denying 


that they’re there.” 

The biggest surprises to police 
were an expressed fear of assaults, 
on citizens and burglary. Both 
seemed to be higher. than justified 
by Nampa criirie statistics. Creech 
said police may focus on educating 
the community to relieve some of 
the fear. 

But people also had good things 
to say about the police department. 
About 65 percent said the police 
deportment docs a good or excellent 
job, and 91 percent said it was at 
least average. 

Respondents also were given 
space for written comments. More 
than 100 people callcd'for more 
police officers, more patrols — 
especially in neighborhoods and ot 
night — and more community 
efforts by officers. ^ 

The Nampa Police Department 
hos.hired 1 1 new officers in the past 
year to keep up with gro>yth, includ- 
ing two community service officers 
and five who speak Sp&nish.

Lapse in proceedure spurs rash of calls 
to LDS Hospital Blood Bank in Utah 


SALT LAKE CITY (AP) — The 
LDS Hospital Blood Bank has 
received more than 1,000 calls from 
worried residents since it announced 
that in some cases, ncit’ all of the fed- 
erally mandated screening proce- 
dures for donate(i blood were fol- 
lowed- - — 

The. concern is over obout 200 
units of the nearly 300,000 units of 
blood donated between 1987 and last 
month. 

The hospital set up o hotline and 
had received more than 1,000 calls 
by midday Monday. About 40 people 
requested on AIDS-screening test. 

The blood bank also began con- 
tacting individuals who were recipi- 
ents of some portion of the question- 
able blood, said Jess Gomez, 
spokesman for LDS Hospital and its 
porenV company. Intennountain 
Health Care. “Unless you're contact- 
ed, there’s no problem. No one else 
is ot risk.” Gomez said. 

Hospital officials expressed cho- 
but maintoiood the blood was.:: 
safe. “It is a serious issue, and we’re 
tiying to be ris responsive to the pub-' , 
lie as possible, regardless of how 
minimal the risks ore. Any concerns 
ore' valid and need to be researched,” 
Gomez soidr—-— 


The federal rules require that if a 
test called the ELISA showed a 
potential donor was positive for HIV, 
a second test was to be given ond if 
that also' was positive, thon the 
Western BLOT test was to be given. 

However, sometimes donors to the 
LDS Hospital-Blood Bank were 
given further ELISA tests instead of 
the 'Western BLOT test If those tests 
were negative, then the blood was 
deemed acceptable. 

“This test (the ELISA) has o high 
degree of sensitivity," with on 
extremely low likelihood of a false 
negotive reading, said Dr. Gregory 
Schwitzri, medical director oflHC’s 
three hospitals in Solt Lake Valley. 

The Food and Drug 
Administration had two other criti- 
cisms of the blood bank's proce- 
dures. 

It said the blood bank should have 
been doing computer cross-checking 
with other blood donor centers to 
screen out donors who had tested 
positive Jbf 'HIVror hepatitis B at the 
other centers. 

The FDA olso said that after 'posi- 
tive ELISA tests and then a negative 
result from the Western BLOT test, a 
donor should wait six months before . 
donating blood. — ; — 


“There were some instances where 
we accepted the donors earlier than 
the prescribed intcrvol,” Schwitzer ' 
said. ... 

Asked why it Kwk the. FDA eight 
yearn tp iujcpver the testing problem 
when. the agency reviews blood 
-banks-and- hospitals, annually; — 
spokeswoman Lenorc Qclb 'said 
records pertaining to the problems 
were “sort of hidden." 

“These records were in a different 
place than most of the testing records 
for the center. That’s why they 
weren’t found iii (he other insj^cc- 
tions. They .were just kept apart Irom 
most of the center's records,” she 
told The Salt Lake Tribune. Gelb . 
could not provide further clorifica- . 
tion of thp records problem. • 

“If they mean that files were kept 
in separate rooms in separate filing 
areas, then that’s correct,” Gomez 
said. 

“If there’s on implication that the 
blood bank kept particular files ^fiom 
"FDA inspectors purposefully, “then '

Along with that recommenda- 
tion, the homeowners were left 
with instructions to spray the 
spruce, and junipers with a hard 
sproy of plain woter, or belter yet, 
soapy water from the hosc-end 
sprayer. Mites do best in dust. A 
weekly bath will keep many mites 
from infesting plants in the first 
place.

! • It’s a job that requires pcrhhps

a lawn that needs total rehabilita- 
tion. The first task is to evaluate 
your latyn and determine where it 
needs work, such as bare spots. 


A gentle rake will bring up twigs, 
leaves and other debris as well as 
reveal those bare spots. Mechanical 
aeration is a good oncc-a-year exer- 
cise for the yard. It especially bcnc- 
flts'^compactcd clay soil. The aeia- 
tidn machine pulls up small plugs 
of soil or makes tiny slits. 

That lets water, fertilizer ond air 
to cosilV penetrate the soil. You can- 
rent ah aerator or hire the work 
done. A thin layer of peat moss 
spread across the top of the lawn 
after aeration will make the soil 
more drought-tolerant and help 
reduce future compaction. 

If your lawn is in good shape, 
fertilizer will push it into good 


growth-during-thccool days of 
autumn! Use a high-nitrogen lawn 
fertilizer at the rate directed on the 
package. This is a better choice 
^than Mandard 10-10-10 fertilizer, 
occausc lawns benefit most from 
the higher level of nitrogen in spe- 
cially formulated lawn fertilizer. 

For lawns that arc thin, worn 
down or burned up, a total renova- 
tion may be needed. The most pop- 
ular and successful lawn grasses in 
the Piedmont include various turf- 
type tall fescues such as Jaguar, 
Rebel or Falcon (or a mixture). 

However, many people still 
choose the old favorite Kentucky 
31 tall fescue. All are cool-season 
lawns that grow and look best'in 
fall and spring. They go semi-dor- 
mant in hot, dry summers. 

Whether you are doing a com- 
plete renovation or patching bore 
spots, do not even consider spread- 
ing seeds on unprepared ground. 
The ground must be dug.

hand. But digging on entirejawn_

spots, dig up the soil a few- inches, 
then spread it smooth. This will 
keep puddle's from forming in 
uneven ground. Then sprinkle the 
seeds on the ground. 

If your lawn is in good shape, 
you can aerate and then oversccd. 
'Sow seeds at the rate directed on 
the package. If you arc reseeding 
large areas, cover the seed bed with 
wheat straw to protect the seeds 
from heavy rainfall. 

This work should be done by the 
end of September because your new 
grass should be up and growing 
before the leaves fall. ‘t

Proper sealing proves to be key to Mexican tiles

“The. first question they 
always osk is: 'How much is it per 
square foot?”’ 

• Bill LaHurd and other tile experts 
ngTM shopping'for the cheapest price 
on installation may cost you much 
more later. . . 

The single most imiMrtoni foctor for 
the durabililty and easy maintenance of 
Mexican tile is propn sealing before 
and after it is put down. Often contrac- 
tors who aren’t licensed and insured 
don’t do proper scaling, he says. 

“(Many) of these guys pul one CMt 
of sealer on. take the money and ruii,*' 
he says. “Then the tile can’t stay clean 
^ the homeowner can’t take care of 

; i LaHurd and others say two coats of 
liealcr should be applied before the tile 
ijs Set and grouted. After grouting, it 
jthould have cither two coats of scaler 
jor one coat of sealer and a coat of spe- 
jcial Mexican tile polish.

Although jomc do-it-ybursclfcrs 
suggest scaling with n product such os 
Thompson’s Water Seal, the tile 
experts disagree. '-Not even foe manu- 
facturer recommends Tliompson’s for 
this use. 

Nick Volenti, president of Ro-Val 
Manufacturing Corp. in Tnmpo, Fla., 
has built a business on manufacturing 
scaling compounds arid polishes spe- 
cially dcsigilcd for natural stone and 
clay tile. His market includes Florida. 
Texas, Utah, Arizono and New 
Mexico. 

He has designed a scaling system 
with instructions for the do-ii-your- 


floor. 

Do not soak the tiles in water before 
applying the scaler or setting the tiles. 
Spoiling the backs with clean water 
is all that’s ncccssaiy. 

Corie suggests do-it-yourselfers, go 
to a good tile distributor wiili trained 
counter people to get advice on which 
sealers and polishes to buy for their 
tile. Expect to poy $16 to $22 a gallon 
for a good scaler and about S21 a gal- 
lon for polish.

Cajun chef dreaiqs 
of rummaging time

Chef John Folse dreams of never 
having to take a trip that lasts'less 
Ilian two days. 

Said the celebrity chef, whose fame 
is rooted in the steamy bayous of 
South Louisiana: "1 need lime for the 
things 1 have to do. But 1 also need 
rummaging time. 1 need to get out 
into the countryside to sec what folks 
ore catin.” 

The sofl-spoken Cajun chef, whose 
vintage cast-iron pot brims with cray- 
fish, shrimp and crab, loves to lifl the 
lid on other cuisines. 

“Finding that hidden restaurant that 
uses indigenous ingredients or a 
__ chccscrriakcr with a special cheese or 
“n pic that’s baked by a farm woman 
and sold at her roadside stand ... that’s 
the excitement in food. When I’m vis- 
itin’ some place new, I never push 
away and suspiciously ask, 'What’s 
this?’ I cat it and enjoy it,’’ Folse said. 

But when the chef visited 
Pennsylvania’s Lehigh Valley recent- 
ly, his schedule didn’t allow him the 
time to find the chicken pot pic, 
stuffed pig stomach and lettuce and 
bacon dressing, let alone thc'shoofly 
pics. ' 

Folse — who cooked for Pope John 
Paul II at the first-ever Vatican Stale 
Dinner in Rome in 1989 and made 
headlines by setting up;a lempora^ 
vcision .of his Louisiana restaurant in 
Moscow during the summit between i 
Ronald Reagan and Soviet leader 
Mikhail Gorbachev — barely had 
time to stir up some seafood gumbo 
and crawfish etouffee for fi^-scrvice 
employees of The Wood Company in 
Lehigh .Valley before stuffing his 
cast-iron cook pots back into his suit- 
case. 


The chef is awoy from his restau- 
rant, Lafiite's Landing in Donaldson, 

La., as much as two to three weeks a 
month while serving os president of 
the 23,000-member American 
Culinary Federation, taping his PBS 
show “A Taste of Louisiana” and 
overseeing a multimillion-doilar 
empire that also includes a manufac- 
turing division that sells prepared 
sauces, soups and Cajun entrees to 
restaurants around the country and a 
catering division that takes tastes of 
Louisiana worldwide. 

' Onstage during a segment of a 
rltccnt all-day training program for 
employees who belong to the new 
Wood 'Company Culinory 
Association, Folse exhorted his audi- 
enep from all levels of the food world 
(from chefs, dietitians and cooks to 
salad makers and pantry staff mem- 
bers) to continue their culinary educa- 
tion. 

“It’s no longer o world of czar chefs 
who stand in front of their stoves and 
whose only concern is creativity,” he 
said. “The entire staff must take a 
greater role in ensuring the success of 
the restaurant or food service compa- 
ny. There arc nutrition concerns and, 
talk of food groups. There’s a need '■ 
fbrTcadcrsliipi'imaginutiohlmd man- 
agement skills that go beyond sautec- 
. ing on entree.”

Overoll, the report gave an 
“A*” to the NBA and a “B" to’ 
the NFL. Major league baseball 
received in effect an incom- 
plete — a “conditional B” — 
because some data were not 
available because of the strike 
that canceled the 1994 World 
Series and delayed the start of 
the ’95 season. 

Grades in the annual report 
were based on the iiercentage 
of minorities working in the 
leagues. A “C” was given for at 
least 6 percent; a “B" was giv- 
en for at least 12 percent and an 
“A” for at least 24 percent, a 
figure that reflects the propor- 
tion of minorities in ^ciety, oc- 
cording to the report.

He is still 
lean, 5-ibot-lO, 142 pounds with a 
scant 5.5 percent body fat, and 
runs anywhere from 90 to 140 
miles a week. 

Like most top morothoners in 
the country, Brantly labors in 
anonymity much of the time. But

Also, “mechanically buying 
closcd-cnd funds at a discount ig- 
nores the. very real question of why 
they trade at prices below thei 
NAVs,” says S&P. “In more than .

“Equity funds that have outper 
formed the stock market, yet still

Whatever the reasons for current 
discounts in closed-end fund.s, they 
provide some comfort to anyone 
who is worried that stock investors 
might be-gctting-dangerously-e 
berant and overconfident. 

Indeed, the current attitude to 
ward closed-end funds more close 
ly resembles the pattern that has 
prevailed near market lows, not 
peaks.
